Tlio StranRO SlRlit Kuvenlcil TThon a 


Coflln Was OiiuncU. 


About thirteen years ago, says the Car- 


son Appeal, Hal Clayton, ono of tho best- 
known gamblers ou tho coast, died hero of 
a fever. Ho was rich, and his remains 
were placed in a costly metallic casket with 
a glass case and consigned to a handsome 
tomb.- His wife, who was frantic, with 
grief, placed her diamonds oa his shirt 
front. Tho stones were valued at eight 
hundred dollars. Fearful lest the gems 
should be taken from tho vault she placed a 
watch at the tomb, and it was maintained 
for many wcelcs. 


A few days ago G-eorgo Dobbs, who has 


tho care, of tho cemetery, was possessed 
with a curiosity to visit Hal Clayton's tomb, 
and securing the keys of tho vault, took a 
look at tho remains. Ho was astonished to 
find that Clayton's beard and mustache bad 
grown under the glass case to such an ex- 
tent that they reached below his ICBecs. 
The beard way a rich brown color, extend- 
ing in wavy masses over tho body, and 
having a perfectly healthy appearance, as 
it might have had on a living man. Tho 
beard had been growing thirteen years.
